In  the  cxDurse  of  publishing  various  statistical  documents,  it  became  obvious 
that  there  was  a  missing  elesnent,  that  is,  a  document  that  would  depict  the  health 
and  population  of  North  Carolinicins  at  a  glance.  The  graphs,  maps  and  charts 
contained  in  this  publication  should  be  relatively  siirple  to  understand  and  should 
give  the  user  a  "snapshot"  of  North  Carolina's  people. 

The  data  used  to  generate  the  graphics  came  frcm  many  sources,  but  most  are 
resident  within  the  State  Center  for  Health  Statistics.  Other  data  sources  include 
the  N.C.  Office  of  Budget  and  Management,  Centers  for  Disease  Control,  the  National 
Center  for  Health  Statistics,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  and  the  Health  Services 
Resecirch  Center  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Many  of  the  graphics 
themselves  have  been  used  in  other  publicaticais ,  and  therefore,  label  and  title 
styles  vary. 

Special  thcinks  are  due  Gerri  Roberts',  Brenda  Harris,  and  Kathryn  Surles  for 
their  assistance  with  proofreading,  typing,  and  choice  of  graphics.  Frank  Mathews 
is  also  due  a  major  part  of  the  credit  for  help  with  creating  the  graphs  and 
charts.
